X. On 2X September General Nicolas Radescu had his first audience with King 
Mthal at Vlllef rancho- surlier, to discuss the composition of a Rumanian 
Committee, concerning which General Constantin Potre-Lazar had communicated 
with General Radescu and Grigore Hiculeacu-Buzestl, National Peasant leader, 
in August. No under 3 tan ring was reached at this audience, since General 
Radescu insisted that Viorel Tilea andjDharles Dav.'la must be included in 
any committee to be formed.. General Radescu was dissatisfied with the result 
of this first audience and demanded another. He returned to Villefranche on 
2 October. 

2. Radescu has proposed to the King the formation of a snaller council composed 
of himself j Grlgore Gafencu, former Foreign Minister; Constantin Visoianu, 
former Foreign Minister; Augustin Popa, a meaner of th>> National Peasant 
Party; and Mihail Farcasevinu, a member of the Liberal Party. On 6 October 
King Mihai sent telegrams to Augustin Popa and Virgil Vtnlamln, requesting 
that they cons immediately to Villefranche.
